THE MAN BEHIND THE PLAYHOUSE... 
THE STORY OF RAYMOND MOORE

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guided it through the changes and vicissitudes of the 1960’s and ‘70’s. This 
article is the first of two which will feature our founder, Raymond Moore.) 

Born in Baltimore at the turn of the century, educated at Johns Hopkins 
and Stanford Universities, Ray Moore was a painter and actor in Province- 
town in the early 20’s when a considerable amount of inherited money van- 
ished in the stock -narket, forcing him to return to Stanford as a botany 
instructor. While there he wrote several plays (“Great Moments” is the best 
remembered), royalties from which enabled him to return to the Cape with 
the idea of forming a professional Cape playhouse. The result was the 
Winston-Moore Players in Provincetown in the summer of 1926 when Moore 
and his friend Harry Winston presented Broadway plays at Frank Shay’s Old 
Barn Theatre and also at the Wharf Theatre. 

The success of this venture led him to find a spot more centrally situated 
on the Cape where he could establish his own theatre. Dennis, with its mid- 
Cape location, seemed ideal; and in early 1927 an old Quaker meeting house 
on the market for the proverbial song caught his romantic yet practical eye. 
It became, under his hand and those of his friend Cleon Throckmorton, well- 
known theatre architect, the present Cape Playhouse and has, in fact, under- 
gone relatively few structural changes since being moved to its present site. 

Pioneer in his field, the youthful Moore envisioned the Cape Playhouse 
right from its opening in 1927 as “standing for the best in the field of art, and 
establishing something infinitely more important than a. mere commercial 
theatre. “It is not a Little Theatre movement and there will be no room for an 
arty element,” he wrote in his prospectus. 

Although Moore at the time had little money af his own, his enthusiasm 
for his project, plus his engaging personality, led to his being sponsored and

aided by many wealthy Cape residents interested in the arts, one of them 
being Mrs. Hayden Richardson whose Dennis tea room, The Sign of the Motor 
Car, was THE place to dine on the Cape. Moore also formed two stock com- 
panies and sold Playhouse stock at $100 a share to individuals as celebrated 
as the Duponts. 


Determined to make the Cape Playhouse and Dennis the summer theatre 
and arts capital of the country, Moore never stinted in his spending. Idealistic, 
talented and foresighted, he was able to balance the artistic and the com- 
mercial; and in the decade before his death in 1940, he improved the original 
theatre building, constructed the Cape Cinema with its magnificent Rockwell 
Kent murals, planned the art center where exhibits and classes were to be 
held, laid out the Playhouse gardens whose outstanding displays of rare 
plants, shrubs, flowers and aviaries attracted throngs of visitors, opened the 
Playhouse restaurant, and made his home on Hope Lane across from the 
theatre a showplace, open to the public during the season. He even put on 
paper elaborate plans for a mini-shopping mall on the Playhouse grounds, 
describing it as “consisting of several one stary wooden buildings designed 
in the Cape Cod style of architecture. The buildings would vary in size, with 
accommodations ranging from a single shop to structures occupied by two 
or more shops. The whole development would be landscaped to blend with 
the surrounding Playhouse property.” 


He was a showman and impressario with the panache of a Renaissance 
prince and the charisma of a successful politician, attracting a high society 
group of subscribers and patrons who flocked to his presentations in chauffeur- 
driven limousines and entertained him lavishly. 


He was able to persuade the top Broadway stars to appear at Dennis, 
established a resident company of supporting players, was quick to capitalize 
on the glamor of Hollywood and paid top dollar to get what he wanted. 


He organized the Junior Players the very first season (Bette Davis was a 
member) and had them present plays at local halls to local audiences, hired 
a Balalaika orchestra to entertain before the curtain went up, presented Tony 
Sarg marionette shows for children, had concerts in the Cinema and entered 
competitive flower shows himself. 


Professionally, even financially, his life could be said to be a success; but 
personally his life seems to have been somewhat complicated — with a secret 
marriage to an elderly wealthy widow, a second marriage to a nurse which 
resulted in a bitter, contested divorce and the alleged birth of a son shortly 
after the divorce all making him headline news, even in conservative Cape 
newspapers. In addition, stories about his ex-pugilist “bodyguard,” his drinking 
problems and his “wild” parties were widely circulated.
